Clocks That Never Need Winding 
Clocks that tell the time with only 
one hand were recently descirbed in 
these pages. Now comes another nov- 
elty in time-keeping devices in the 
shape of a clock which never needs 
winding. It will run forever—or at 
least until its metal parts wear out. 

This sounds like the old fallacy of 
perpetual motion, but,.as a matter 
of fact, is far from it. The new clock 
runs by using in an ingenious way 
the energy produced by changes in 
temperature 


Metal bars, which are very sen- 
sitive to temperature changes, are 
arranged in such a manner that 


when the mercury falls and the bars 
contract this slight motion of the 
metal is fully used. When the ther- 
mometer goes up and the bars ex- 
pand slightly, the motion involved 
lin their lengthening is also made to 
do work. 
| The motion from the bars lifts 
‘tiny steel balls from a lower reservoir 
|to an upper one. There they are made 
}to turn a wheel in much the same way 
‘that water turns an old-fashioned wa- 
| ter wheel. 

The energy resulting from the ex- 
pansion and contraction of metal as 


the temperature changes can _ be 
used only to operate mechanism 
like that of clocks and watches, 


which require only a small amount 
of power. It is too expensive to be 
used where much power is required. 

Somebody with a fondness for 
mathematics has estimated that to 
\generate a single horsepower in that 
way would cost nearly $50,000,000. 

This figure is based on the assump- 
tion that a small clock will run twen- 
ty-four hours on the energy represent- 
ed by dropping one pound one foot, 
and that ic would cest one dollar for 
enough metal bars to develop. this 
jamount of power.—Montreal Stand- 
ard.

Will Produce Variety 

‘I believe tLat there are great open- 
ings on the prairies for market gar- 
dening in supplying the cities and 
small towns with vegetables. The dif- 
flculty is that those who are interest- 
ed in that line have largely gone to 
Other pro.inces, but the need is just 
as grest in this province for fresh 
vegetables, which can be grown just 
as well hero as anywhore else in the 
Dominion.” 

This is the opinion of W. T, Ma- 
coun, Dominion horticulturist, who 
has been visiting tha western experi- 
mental farms, and is staying at the 
Royal Alexandra. Mr. Macoun took 
quite an optimistic view of conditions 
as to horticulture throughout the 
west. When asked about fruit-grow- 
ing on the prairies, and the oft-ex- 
Pressed view that tree fruit cannot be 
grown on the prairies, Mr. Macoun 
said that the fact that crab app!'s 
could be grown so successfully was 
proof to him that apples could. be 
grown, if they were properly culti- 
vated. In hig tour of the west, Mr. 
Macoun found that fruit trees had 
gone through the winter better than 
usual, Prospects were getting better 
all the time, and before very long they 
would have rival varieties of apples 
from the prairie provinces. He 
thought 


not seem to have horticultural in- 
stincts. The Dominion horticlturist 
mentioned the fact that A. B. Steven- 
son, of Morden, raised large quanti- 
ties of apptes, which showed that they 
could be grown. 

Mr. Macoun has visited tha farms at 
Indian Head, Scott, Rosthern, Bran- 
don, Agassiaz, and Sidney, B.C., on his 
present trip. He held that Southern 
Manitoba and Southern Alberta were 
the best prairie sections in promise 
for fruit trees. At the Lethbridge ex- 
perimental farm they had quite a good 
crop of apples last year, and seemed 
likely to Lave one again ‘this year. 

Mr. Macoun has been 26 years at 
the Ottawa experimental farm, and at 
the farm has 90 acers of land devoted 
to horticulture, the work being sub- 
divided into sections given to experi- 
ments in vegetables, fruit, ornamental

Mr. Churchill on Air Risks 
The Right Hon, Winston Churchill, 
first lord of the admiralty, was the 
guest of the Royal Aero club at their 
annual dinney held a few nights ago 
at tne Savoy hotel, Londen.

said: “The risk of flying is very 
greatly exaggerated. Since I have 
been at the admiralty many more 
lives have been lost in the submarines 
than in the air service.

I ain bound to say 
I think an attempt to fly the Atlantic 
is in present circumstance; prema- 
ture, and an undue clement of risk 
appears to he attached to any such 
enterprise; but che prégress has been 
enormous, and we cannot doubt that 
in the near future we shall see heavy 
geroplanes and great airships making 
voyages as a metter of common ex- 
perience Which nowadays we should 
look upon as a most extraordinary 
accomplishment.

tern Canadians but this year it taxed 
| the wits of every large municipality 
between Winnipeg and the coast. The 
middle western country with its 
periods of severe weather, of course, 
was con‘ronted with the most serious 
aspects of the problem. There 
was no time to discriminate or in- 
vestigats; people had to be ).ept warm. 

The task of providing for the de- 
serving among those who are classed 
as the unemployed, furthermore, was 
rendered more difficult by the pre- 
sence in the west of a large contin- 


gent of Industrial Workers of the 
World, men who for the past six 
months have been orating on the 


street corners, addressing mass meet- 
ings, organizing so-cailed labor par- 
ades, and endeavoring on every occa- 
sion, by use of demagogic arguments, 
to inflame the minds of idle workmen. 
But this disrupting element has been 
dealt with most effectively in the 
c’ umunities where trouble has been 
anticipated, and as a result, despite 
the garbled reports that were sent 
out from Regina, Jalgary, Winnipeg 
and other western centres, regarding 
the threateuing attitude of the un- 
employed forces. there has never been 
for an instant any danger of a violent 
attack upon public or private property. 
It is estimated that all told there 
were probably 15,000 unemployed men, 
comprising all trades and callings, as 
well as a host of unskilled laborers. 
The ability with which this new prob- 
lem was handled in all the Western 
cities in the trying winter months is 
highly creditable to those in charge 
of the relief work. The permanent 
solution of the problem is, of course, 
much more difficult. The only per- 
manent cure would seem to He in 
the industrial development, which 
most of the Western cities are ex- 
periencing, and also “in the progress 
in mixed farnting, which has been 
so much in evidence in the past two 
years, Nearly every farmer who keeps 
cattle, sheep, hogs, pdultry, etd., oan 
find employment for a man or two 
| practically all the year round, and the 
result is that he does not have to 
turn adrift all his laborers as soon 
}as the grain crop is harvested in the 
| fall. Mixed farming will, therefore, 
absorb a reasonable proportion of the 
| transient labor class which is re- 
|; quired in the summer and early fall 
months to handle the grain crop. As 
factories increase in number and size 
| the bulk of transient harvest labor- 
ers will also be taken care of by the 
demand for labor in Western work- 
shops. This was notably the case up 
to the past year in Western cities 
such as Winnipeg, Calgary, Medicine 
Hat, etc.,, and it is only the trade 
depression, which reduced factory 
orders to a minimum that prevented 
the absorption of many of the un- 
employed in factory work during the 
past winter, It would. seem, there 
fore, that the establishment of diversi- 
fled and mixed farming, in other 
words the development of an tdea) 
home market, affords the surest. cafe.

No country spends go little on its 
secret service as Great Britain, The 
total sum amounts to about £40,000 
a year.

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URGE FORMATION OF 
THE POSTAL LIBRARY 


PROJECT TO ESTABLISH LIBRARY 
SYSTEM THRCUGH AID OF 
POSTAL DEPARTMENT 
——e 
Address Delivered Recently Before 
the Women's Civic Club of Leth- 

bridge, by Joseph P. Tracy, M.A, 

Presidént of the Postal Library 

League for Canada. 

The postal library is a new idea. 
Being an innovation ‘here ure no pre- 
cedents from Whick to reckon. In pro- 
Jecting it we must proceed upon sug- 
gestions, calculations and estimates. 

There are three vequirements in pro- 
jecting a library: Books, housing and 
service, Let us therefore consider 
these requirements in order us related 
to the postal library. 

As for Books. Let us assume one 
volume per cajita, that is as many 
books as there are men, women and 
children in the whole country, will 
be an adequate supply of books. Again 
let us assume the average cost of 
books for a desirable collection to be 
one dollar per volume. (When pur- 
chasing so many books the cost will 
probably be much less), The popula- 
tion of Canada is between eight and 
ten millions. On this basis of supply 
cost and quantity ten million dollars 
would appear to be sufficient with 
Which to purchase all the books re- 
quired for the postal library. 

As for Housing Facilities. It is pro- 
posed to make use of the post office. 
There are about 16,000 post offices in 
Canada, Adhering to the per capita 
ratio and for sake of convenience and 
economy the government will place in 
every pos. office as many books as 
there are people in the locality with 
n minimum of say 250 volumes for 
the smaller offices. By this plan the 
ten million books will be at once dis- 
tributed propcrtionately over the 
whole country and housed at the most 
convenient public place in every com- 
munity. It will be found that the post 
offices can generally receive and 
house such a supply of books without 
requiring much if any additional 
room. In smaller places the number 
of books will be accordingly small 
and rent is cheap. In larger places 
the post offices Will be found in build- 
ings owned by the government and 
generaily with space available for the 
library. Hereafter, of course, the gov- 
ernment will include the postal lib- 
rary in all plans for rented offices and 
government buildings. Now let us 
allow 50c per volume as the average 
cost of installation—providing stacks, 
catalogues, etc. On this basis five mil- 
lion dollars would equip the post of- 
fices to operate the libraries. Adding 
the cost of equipment to the cost of 
the books we have a total first cost 
of only fifteen million dollars to pro- 
vide an adequate library for the whole 
of Canada, This is comparatively a 
small investment for the government. 
One battleship would cost as much as 
this whole library, books and all, For 
the year 1912 the Canadian post of 
fice department operate’ at a profil 
of $1,410,000. With interest comput- 
ed at four per cent. it would require 
only $600,000 annually to support the 
investment proposed for the postal 
library. 

As for Service. The post office pro- 
Vides at once the best executive in 
every community—with trained clerks 
with carriers, collectors, inspectors, 
and with a nation-wids transportation 
system covering all railways, steam- 
ships and stages. In the post office is 
presented the highest known efficien- 
cy of service. It is already adapted 
to the transportation, collection and 
delivery of mail, money and parcels, 
The post office can with comparative 
ease and with the least possible ex- 
pense take on the library service. It 
can house the books, deliver the books 
and collect the books at an expens2 
which will astonish for cheapness. By 
means of the post office the library 
service of the whole counuy will be 
related. The library at each post of- 
fice would naturally be selected with 
reference to local needs. However, 
since the post office department is op- 
erating the system all libraries, large 
and small, throughout the country, 
will supplement each othe. The post- 
master having a call for any book 
which is not contained in his library, 
will draw that book from the nearest 
post office which has the volume in its 
catalogue. Working thus freely 
through the mails every book is made 
available to any reader anywhere, 
The inestimable privileges of the 
large library now confined to resid- 
ents of a few large cides will be at 
once conferred upon every resident 
of Canada, however poor, lonely or re- 
mote. 

It is interesting to contemplate the 
perfected service which the postal 
library may provide. Books may be or- 
dered by mail, delivered as mail and 
collected as mail. There will be no 
more necessity of going to the library 
in order to enjoy it. The postal library 
will come to you. Instead of library 
centres in but a few cities we will 
have library extension to every home, 
office, shop, camp, school, church and 
lodge—indeed to every individual citi- 
zen who desires to read. 

The expense of this up-to-date ser- 
vice by the postal library when com- 
pleted with the other services of the 
post office will be very low. It is es- 
timated that two cents taxed on each 
loan of a book will cover the operat- 
ing cost. Such a sinall fee is surely 
within the reach of everyone, especial- 
ly when we consider there is no more 
loss of time or expense in going to 
and from the library. A postal library 
card costing say two cents would pay 
the fee and serve for use in ordering 
a book. Postal library cards might 
be bound in lots of 25 or 50 each and 
would make most delightful presents, 

Again, the postal library service 
can be extended to include music rec- 

. ords, lantern slides and the like which 
ut small expense, can be circulated 
to utmost parts. 

Again, with such library system the 
civil geryice would include a corps of 
éxpert librarians who ‘vould be able 
to conduct researches for anyone any- 
where On any subject at reasonable 
fees, and this service also could be 
ordered and supplied by mail. 

The Right Honorable R. L. Borden, 
brime minister of Canai(la, 


has an-] £8,000 upon the previous year. 


nounced that the government of the 
Dominion of Canada is now consider- 
ing the suggestion. Many personal 
endorsements, petitions and resolu- 
tions favoring the idea are being sent 
to the government from all parts of 
the country, 

The postal library when establish- 
ed Will be especially valuable to those 
living on the frontier and in rural 
communities, villages and cities 
Which do not now have library facill- 
ues. For cities already having public 
libraries the postal library will afford 
a larger and more convenient service. 
Where it is desired the postal library 
can absorb existing public libraries 
saving further grants of public money 
and returning to the owners the value 
of the books and equipment and con- 
verting the real estate and buildings 
to other uses, but, of course, where 
those in control may so desire, the pre- 
sent libraries may continue. 

The postal library will make the 
acquirement of knowledge much eas- 
jer and more general and ‘“‘knowledg? 
is power.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Tracy's ad- 
dress a hearty vote of thanks was ex- 
tended to him and the following reso- 
lution wag enthusiastically voted: 

Whereas, the postal library as advo- 
cated by the postal library league pro- 
poses to supply the whole library need 
of all the people of every community 
in the country and that without delay 
and at minimum expense. 

It is therefore resolved by the 
Women's’ Civic club of Lethbridge 
that we request the early and favor- 
able consideration of the postal lib- 
rary by the government of the Domin- 
fon of Canada. 

This resolution will be forwarded to 
Prime Minister Borden and a copy 
will be sent to the National Council of 
Women requesting its support for the 
postal library. 


GERMANS ARRANGE FOR TOUR 


Business Men Will Make Five or Si): 
Weeks’ Trip in 1915 

The minister of trade and com- 
merce has received communications 
from Leipzig informing him that it is 
proposed to organize a German busi- 
nessman’s trip to Canada in the year 
1915, spending some five or six weeks 
in seeing different parts of Canada. 

The minister has been informed 
that great interest is being taken by 
men prominent in financial and social 
circles in the intended visit. There 
seems little doubt at present that it 
will be a very representativo and im- 
portant party of exploration. 

With refereence to the agricultural 
tour of South African farmers, which 
is to take place this year, fifty farm- 
ers Who have been chosen by the agri- 
cultural unions of the provinces of 
the Cape, the Transvaal, Natal, Or- 
ange Free State and Rhodesia will 
make a tour in England, Scotland 
and Holland, ane then proceed to Can- 
ada and the United States. They 
will spend a month in Canada and a 
month to six weeks in the United 
States. 


CHINA PRODUCED BIGGEST BOOK 


Encyclopaedia Placed-Volume on Vol- 
ume Goes 450 Feet Hign 

Wilfred Merton is lending to the 
London Library for a few weeks, says 
the London Times, a voiume contain- 
ing two sections of the famous Chin- 
ese Encyclopaedia, which he picked 
up for a small sum in a London book 
shop. 

The volume comprises sections 19,- 
865 and 19,866, and chiefly deals with 
the subject of bamboos. -The “Yung- 
Lo-Ta-Tien,” or “Grea‘, Dictionary of 
Young-Lo," comprises, as pointed out 
by Prof. Giles in the Nineteenth C@n- 
tury of Aprii, 1901, 22,877 separate 
sections bound up into 11,100 volumes 
“each half on inch in thickness so 
that, were all whe volumes laid flat 
one upon another, the column thus 
formed would reach a Leight of 450 

et, or nearly 46 feet higher than 
the top of St. Paul's.” 

The Great Encyclopaedia of China 
easily ranks as the biggest literary 
undertaking in the world, having had 
over 2,000 scholars engaged in its 
compilation and containing a total of 
917,480 pages and 336,992,000 charac- 
ters. 


Open Windows in School Rooms 

It is a logical process of reasoning 
easily understood, that since fresh 
air has been found a boon to invalids 
and sickly children, it is quite as im- 
portant to, suppiy an «“bundance to 
healthy chifdren in order that they 
may retain their good health and de- 
velop as nature intends children 
should, In our day the gospel of 
fresh alr and sunshine should need 
little preaching; most of us accept it. 
But we do not always practice the 
doctrine we believe in and teach, 

Too many of our schools are over- 
heated and poorly’ van.ulated; too 
many of Our homes and offices are 
human drying ovens. It was found 
at the Bache school in Philadelphia 
where careful tests have been made, 
that pupils taught al through the 
winter in rooms with the windows 
wide open, did better work, enjoyed 
better health, and as a consequence 
were more regular in attendance than 
their fellows taught in the warm air 
rooms, 


New Type of War Vessel 

The “Aurora,” a light armoured 
cruiser recently launched from a 
British shipyard, has been described 
as the smallest and fastest vessel pro- 
tected by vertical armour ever built 
for our navy. 

This vessel has a displacement of 
about 3,700 tons, and is about 410 feet 
long. Power will be supplied by i: 
battery of oil-burning engines of 30,- 
000 horse power, and the maximum 
speed is estimated at 29 knots, The 
armament will be light, consisting 
probably of six or bight 6-in. guns, 

It is announced that this vessel, 
which is the first of its class, is de- 
signed. for attendance cn the battle 
fleet, and that in addition to being 
adapted to scout duty it will be able 
to overhaul and cut down any de- 
stroyer afloat.

EDUCATING NORTHERN INDIANS 


Rev. Faher Le Marche Tells of Re- 
sources of Northern Saskatche- 
wan 
For some years the Rey. Father 
Le Marche has been living 300 miles 
north of the city of Battleford with 
his little band of Indians, gradually 
educating them in farming and giving 
them the best of the white man’s at- 
tributes. The diocese lies in the Val- 
ley of the Clearwater, where during 
the last few years many ranehers, 
with thousands of lead of cattle, have 

been located. 

Down from his northern mission, 
Father Le Marche tells of almost un- 
tapped and little known mineral and 
industrial wealth. There are’ reported 
to be enormous beds of copper anc 
traces of iron ore are noticed in many 
places. Forests of pulp wood are but 
wailing for the hand and brain of man 
to convert them into paper. 
rivers, Which at present afford means 
of transportation in this northern dis- 
trict, there are water powers which 
when harnessed will supply thousands 
of horse power to turn tiie wheels of 
pulp and other mills and provide elec- 
ricity for the communities, which will 
rapidly spring up with the advent into 
this country of railways. 

As far back as 1851 there was set- 
tlement in this north country, . but 
largely under the dominion of the fur 
trading companies. In that year the 
Rey. Mr. Hunt, a Church of England 
missionary erected a rough church 
which he painted with «a pigment of 
clay found in certain places in the 
north, ana ic is reported that the 
building so painted is still in good 
repair, 

There would appear to be deposits 
of some remarkable substance which, 
used as paint, is practically indestruc- 
tible, and withstands the weather for 
an indefinite period. It is reported 
that the Indians and trappers use this 
paint to cover their canoes. An Eng- 
lish syndicate {s prospecting through 
this district to locate the various de- 
posits. 

It has been noticed on frequent o2- 
casions when digging cellars that the 
subsoil contained a large amount of 
rust, and some crecks north of the 
city are so heavily charged with fron 
properties as to give the water a dis- 
tinctly iron taste. 

Engineers who were in the north 
district last summer report that the 
country is eusily accessible for rail- 
roads from North Battleford, and it is 
reported that Aimerica:. interests have 
lately been looking over the country 
with a view to securing a railway 
charter. 


CANADIAN GRAIN IN EUROPE 


Dominion Position as to British !m- 


ports Was Good for Past 
Year 

C. F. Just, Canadian commissioner, 
in a report received by the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce, says: 

“In whect during 1913, Canada im- 
proved her position by 60,000 tons 
over 1912 and by no less than 2,300,- 
000 tons over 1911. Although it was 
freely stated last year that Canada 
would not be able to maintain her im- 
ports with ucrmal crops in Russia, it 
is obvious that these anticipations 
have been falsified in the event, the 
fact being that the German milling 
trade is now sf impressed with the 
value of Canadian hard wheat: for 
their purposes that they may be trust- 
ed to buy largely under any circum- 
stances, and with Germany’s require- 
ments in breadstuffs growing every 
year it is believed that purchases of 
Canadian wheat will continue on a 
progressive scale, 

“The imports of oats from Canada 
are down, owing to a record harvest 
in Germany. The receipts of Canad- 
jan feed barley show a considerable 
improvement, the cheapness and qual- 
ity of Canadian barley having proved 
attractive despite the enormets offer- 
ings of Russian barley.” G 


CRUISER ON LAKE WINNIPEG 


v 
New Boat for Fisheries Department to 
be Built at Once—Equipped 

With Wireless 

Preparations are being made for 
the construction of the new marine 
and fisheries cruiser for Lake Winni- 
peg. The plans have been uccepted 
by the department and the contract 
let for the fatrication of the material, 
which will be done at Hull. 

As soon as ready the separate parts 
will be shipped to Selkirk, where the 
erecting will be done. 

This cruiser, which is the first of 
its type constructed for the depart- 
ment, is especially designed for the 
work it is to carry on. It will do 
double duty as un inspection boat for 
the lake fisheries, and, as well, will 
handle the spawn for the hatcheries 
on the lake. The construction is of 
steel throughout. !t will probably 
have a full wireless installment, so 
as to be able to keep in touch with 
the shore station at The Pas, and per- 
haps with some of the stronger sta- 
tions in Winnipeg. The cost is placed 
at $165,000. 


Living Without Brain 

Before the Academy of Sciences, 
Prof. Edmond Perrie: has just cited 
the case of a man who lived a year 
with practically no brain. He was 
62 years old, and had slight visual 
trouble, but no alarming symptoms, 
neither paralysis nor convulsions, Af- 
ter he had died from a sudden attack 
of epilepsy ax autopsy was held, and 
the doctors found that his brain was 
simply a thin shell. 

Dr. Perrier states that the case 
seems to disprcve the theory that 
special parts of the brain control all 
the functicns of the body.

IRRIGATION GONGRESS 
TO ATTRACT THOUSANDS 


PLANS NEARING COMPLETION 
FOR THE INTERNATIONAL 
IRRIGATION CONGRESS 


Delegates From Practically Every 
Civilized Country in the World Ave 
Expected at Calgary, and Exhibits 
of Products of Irrigated Farms Will 
be Featured. 

(By D'Arcy Rowe) 

As the plans for the 1914 Inter- 
national Irrigation Congress, which 
will be held in Calgary on October 6, 
6, 7, 8, 9 next, cre gradually nearing 
completion, more people are  begin- 
ning to realize the great benefit that 
{will result, not only to Calgary, but 
to the whole of the western provinces 
if the Dominion, from this great meet- 
ng. 

To this convention will come from 
3,000 to 38,5000 delegates from prac- 
tically every civilized country in the 
world, and in addition representatives 
from many foreign governments and 
hundreds of leading agriculturists 
that will bring the total number in 
attendance at the sessions well up to 
10,000. Among the delegates are in- 
cluded masters of capital at the head 
of the greatest colonization schemes 
of the continent; eminent engineers 
entrusted with the direction of great 
reclamation and irrigation works; the 
agriculturist, who, with the aid of ir- 
rigation, is making the hitherto un- 
productive land productive—men who 
have the vision and capacity for big 
things and by carrying their ideas cut 
are adding to the wealth and popula- 
tion of their country. 

To appreciate the work that these 
men are engaged upon it must be real- 
ized that on the North American con- 
tinent at the present time there are 
some $700,000,000 invested in irriga- 


Uon and reclamation works. By their; 


efforts in the negiliborhood of 20,000,- 
000 acres of once unproductive land 
are naw supporting many people, and 
are producing anywhere from $25 to 
$500 per acre, according to the class 
of agricuture tha: the owners are en- 
gaged in., : 

The question of a building large 
enough to accommodate all the’ dele- 
gates and visitors that will attend the 
conyention gave the management a 
little thought, but arrangements have 
been made whereby the sessions of 
the congress will be held in the huge 
Calgary Horse Show building in the 
exhibition grounds. This location is 
doubly suitable, as it will be possible 
to have the land show, that. will be 
held in connection with the conven- 
tion, in the neighboring exhibition 
buildings. In these buildings there 
will be exhibits of products of irrigat- 
ed farms in the western provinces and 
those in the United States that would 
be interested. To all these provinces 
and states invitations to send displays 
of their produce have been extended, 
and it is expected that about 25 ex- 
hibits will be on hand. In addition to 
these district exhibits, both the Do- 
minion government and the federal 
government of the United States have 
signified their intention of putting in 
displays. This show will undcubtedly 
bring a great many people into the 
country, and a conservative estimate 
placed the probable attendance in the 
teighborhood ‘of 50,000, This seem- 
ingly large number is quite justified 
by the unusual character of the ex: 
hibits, and by the fact that this con- 
gress is more or less an epoch-making 
event, for it will be the first time 
that such a body has held its meetings 
in Canada, and {ft is also the first 
meeting that the orgaiization has held 
since it was breadened into an inter- 
national body. — 


Fire Notices in National Parks 

The: Dominion parks branch has 
just gotter out a new fire warning 
notice for use in the national parks 

f the Dominion: of Canada. These 
ave been prepared in a very striking 
nd uttractive form. Formerly such 
notices Were prepared on cloth and 
were easily destroyed by the weather 
;and not infrequently by porcupines, 
The new notices, however, ure made 
of tin, the lettering baked enamel. 
These metal notices will withstand 
any kind of weather and are far sup- 
erior and much more durable than the 
old cloth notices. 

The initial cost is higher, but this 
is amply justified when the superior 
lasting qualities of the tin over that 
of the cloth notices is taken into ac- 
count, The lettering is in red and 
black sufficientl, large to be easily 
readable at a digtance. At the top of 
the notice is a picture of a forest fire, 
depicting in a vivid manner the rav- 
age and devastating influence of fires 
to the timber resources of the coun- 
try. 

These notices have been gent out to 
the various park superintendents and 
will be posted up in. conspicuous 
places throughout the national parks. 


Study Air Currents of Arctic 

John Patterson, of the Toronto ob- 
servatory, has left for a trip to the 
Arctic. The object of the expedi- 
tion is to study the air currents 
in the Arctic, to inspect the meteoro- 
logical service stations for the govern- 
ment along the Mackenzie river, and 
to meet the Stefansson party at Fort 
MeMurray and provide them with in- 
struments for carrying on’ their work. 
Mr, Patterson will proceec by train to 
Athabasca <wWanding, and thence up 
the rivers to Fort McMurray, from 
whence he will gail to Fort Smith and 
proceed to the Arctic along the course 
of the Mackenzie river. 


Fish in Hudson Bay 

An investigation into the fisheries 
of Hudson Bay is to bo made by the 
department of marine and fisheries 
and a schooner with a scicntific party 
will leave Halifax shortly after the 
opening of navigation. Preliminary 
investigations indicate that the bay 
and straits are exceedingly produc- 
tive of superior grades of fish, 


New C.P.R. Tug Launched 
The new C.P.R. tug, Naramata, built 
for towing freight barges on Okana- 
gan lake, has been successfully 
launched. It is of steel construction 
‘and was built at Okunugan Landing.

chanical rule-of-thumb lay-out of 
streets in checker-board array,  isre- 
garding topography and natural 


routes of travel! The people of a gen- 
eration ago can hardly be blamed for 
not foreseeing the tremendous devel- 
opment of electric traction and auto- 
mobile traffic that has taken place in 
the last quarter of a century, but we 
of today are very stupid to go on plan- 
ning our new cities on the model of 
the old. The building of skyscrapers 
is adding to the congestion in the 
centres of ow cities and multiplying 
our traffic problems in the same ratio 
that it increases the population on a 
given area. 

In connection with transit facilities, 
civic foresight must take heed of the 
franchises, contracts, and vested 
ights which public utility companies 
may be suffered to acquire, A fran- 
chise may confer a monopoly, but this 
monopoly should be carefully control- 
led. Only too seldom are public rights 
properly safe-guarded when granting 
privileges to large companies, The 
cities are not alone to blame. For ex- 
ample, legislatures may cenfer chart- 
ers upon railway companies giving 
them the right to locate their 
where they please and perhaps to de- 
stroy the most carefully considered 
city plan because they are not amen- 
able to municipal control. A similar 
observalion applies to telephone and 
telegraph companies. The whole ques- 
tion of the granting of franchises and 
of the protection of public interests in 


relation thereto is a question that ur-| 


gently requires the thoughtful atten- 
tion of our public men. 
RUSSIA'S FIRST BOOK 
350th Anniversary of Publication of 
First Printed Book 

The jubilee of the 850th anniver- 
sary of the publication of the first 
book printed in Russia was fittingly 
ceebrated the other day at Moscow. 
The work, handsomely got up and ar- 
tistically illuminated, is entitled “The 
Apostles,” and in the imprint its pro- 
duction is recorded to have occupied 
“those cunning masters,” Piotr Naties- 
lavetz and Ivan Fedoroff for ten and a 
half months. The original edition con- 
sisted of 1,000 copies, only some half 
score of Which are now known to be 
extunt. The memory of the two pion- 
eer printers is perpetuated by a mod- 
est monument. The premises upon 
which “The Apostles” was printed 
were Jater made the Synodal Typog- 
raphy, and down to the present day 
the establishment continues to be a 
chief disseminating source of relig- 
icus literature. 


WESTMINSTER NEEDS REPAIRS 


Glorious Specimen of Old English 
Carpentry in Bad Condition 
The roof of the famous Westminst- 


's suffering considerably from the 
ravages of time. Work of repairing 
is being undertaken which may cost 
$400,000 before completed, six years 
hence. Five thousand dollars is being 
expended this year on the roof, which 
is one of the most glorious pieces of 
old English carpentry wcrk extant. It 
was erected in the last quarter of the 
14th century. It has been patched 
und repaired since, but it is substan- 
tially the same today a5 when erected 
in the reign of Richard the Second. 
Sky Visitors This Year 

The possibility of a brilliant object 
in the heavens during the last quar- 
ter of the year is inte,esting astro- 
nomers. Dr. Crommelin, of the Brit 
ish Astronomical Association, has 
calculated the orbit of comet Dela- 
van, and finds that it will reach peri- 
helion about October 28th, more than 
ten months after it was first scen, 
when it was already of the tenth or 
eleventh magnitude, 

Halley’s comet, discovered 
eight months before perihelion, 
then of only the sixteenth magni- 
tude, It is believed that the new 
comet will become as least a thous- 
‘nd times as bright as at discovery, 
and be vésible to the naked eye after 
August.

Activity in Silver Lead Mines 

Consequent on the increased price 
of silver, which will follew the drop 
in supply from Mexico, it looks as if 
there will be great activity among 
the silver lead mining companies of 
British Columbia. There are several 
rich silver lead mines in this prov- 
ince, and many, not of the Slocan 
group, are producing large quantities. 
On the whole, however, the silver lead 
mining situation of British Columbia 
has been somewhat quiet for years, 
and galena claims which would other- 
wise, with a brighter market, be 
heavy producers, have not been de- 
veloped to any considerable extent.

Dunvegan Line Will Reach Valley of 
the Peace River This Summer, 
Declares McArthur 
In the course of an interview at 
Winnipeg, J. D. McArthur, the well 
known railway contractor, stated that 
steel had been laid from Hdmonton 
to Lesser Slave Lake, a distance of 
170 miles, and that the valley of the 
Peace River country would be reach- 

ed this summer, 

Mr, McArthur gave out for the first 
time details of the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia jsallway 
that is opening up this last great west 
and inland empire thousands of 
square miles in extent. He also an-| 
nounced that work would commence | 
this year on the great waterways 
Way to Fort MeMurray, northwes 
distance of 350 miles. 
This line to Dunvegan and British Co- | 
lumbia will extend 400 miles into the! 
very heart of the Peace 
trict, where the settlers are reported | 
to be pouring in. 

“We have completed the first 170 
miles of the line to Lesser Slave 
Lake,” said Mr. McArthur. “We will 
reach the Smokey River, one of the 
lower tributaries of the Peace River) 
this fall and the road will be complet- 
ed to the British Columbia boundary 
line in the fall of 1915. 

“We are already operating 
construction the division of 131 miles 
to the new town of Smith at the cross- 
ing of the Athbasca river. Tho Do-

try surveyed, and there are thousands

The two new railway lines that Mc- 
Arthur is constructing into Northern 
Alberta will Jap 150,000 square miles 
of virgin territory, through which run 
several broad navigable streams that 
will give access to the country for set- 
tlement. There are at least 14,000 
homesteads oper for entry. The coun- 
try is rich in minerals, gold, copper, 
Bypsum and petroleum being found, 
and there is coal everywhere. Some of 
the coal flelds are said to be 30 miles 
square with seams six to 14 feet in 
thickness.

When Coffee Was a Treat 

There are inany stories about the 
early uses of coffee. Here is one of 
them: ‘ 

In the year 1634, when coffee was 
still almost unknown ia England, Sir 
Henry Blount, an Englishman, visited 
Turkey and partook of the beverage 
tlere. A German traveller had intro- 
duced coffee to Western Kurope 
that, but

PARCELS POST WORKING 
Post Office Department Issues Notice 
as to Regulations 
The post office department has is-

“Already,” Mr, Bradshaw | points 
out, “all our wild fowl are not so 
plentiful as the passenger pigeon of 
yesterday. Yet standing rewards ag- 
gregating $5,000 for the discovery of 
one nesting pair of genuine passenger 
pigeons are still unclaimed. A paral- 
lel history might be told of the buffalo 
in comparison with the reamining big 
game of our province. The annual re- 
ports of our game guardians point 
out plainly to the facc that nearly 
every species of wild life is decreas- 
ing and the question arises, is our 
province to maintain its status as one 
of the finest game countries in the 


—whentverld- or slowly but surely to follow 


in the wake of some of the states 
to the south and tranquilly await the 
day when it will be almost devoid of 
game and other wild life so desirable 
from the point of view of ‘he scientist 
and nature lover?” 

The game guardian states that all 
attempts to accustom antelope to con- 
finement in zoological gardens or 
small parks have failed. The animals 
so confined Jack stamina and are sub- 
ject also to lumpy jaw, which in wild 
animals is uncurable. If this disease 
is noticed ut any time Mr. Bradshaw 
would be glad to be notified. 

Writing of means of preventing a 
decrease in the game supply, Mz.
